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MOTORCYCLES IN THE FUTURE 
Predicting the trends, based on the facts at hand and a positive attitude 


We are devoting this Holiday Issue to a preview of the future developments in 
motorcycles and the life-style of the motorcycle movement. With the year 2,000 
A.D. drawing another notch closer, we think it is time that the people in 
motorcycling started looking where it is going, even making some choice of where we 
want it to be at the end of the year, the millenium. 

In 13 years, the motorcycle as an invention will be 100 years old. That doesn't 
give us much time. The automobile, although historically younger, has progressed to 
a point of development so great, that it may be on the verge of extinction, like the 
giant dragons that once inhabited the earth. While the motorcycle, having suffered 
second-rate consideration at the hands of the population for most of its existence, 
now appears to be coming into its time of eminence. 

For the first time this year we have seen many motorcycles priced the same or 
higher than many new cars. The Honda 750 sells for about $100 more than the new 
Honda car. And in England, a new Triumph or BSA Three costs several pounds more 
than a minicar. These are not specialty motorcycles, hand made for an elite market; 
these are the bread-and-butter, transportation machines. 


THE MOTORCYCLE VS. THE CAR 

What this seems to me to mean is that the public on both sides of the pond is 
falling out of love with its automobiles and into an affair of the heart with the motor 
bike. In an era of population where environment and resources of space and time as 
well as materials are becoming evermore critical, the ecological attraction of a device 
which gets you around in style, with so little fuss and pollution, cannot fail to seduce 
increasing percentages of the transportation and leisure market. 

That trend is already evident in the vehicle registrations of the state of California. 
In 1965 when we started publishing Cycle News, California had a motorcycle 
registration of 250,000. That was less than 2 percent of the total vehicles registered 
in the state. Now at the end of 1970, only five years later, the motorcycle count is 
548,000 and amounts to over 5% of the vehicles registered. Our “share of the 
market” is increasing. Other states not encumbered by restrictive legislation show a 
similar increase, and | think that the national figures, when they become available, 
will shock a lot of people in the automobile business as they learn that bikes are 
biting away at their sales domain. 

Once Detroit becomes interested in entering the motorcycle business, we can 
expect a new explosion of the 2-wheel economy. Some of the technical features 
possible on the new creations are previewed in the lead article of this issue. We have 
concentrated this feature on technological advancements in the road motorcycle, for 
my crystal ball reveals that the larger trend of development will be in the road 
motorcycle field, with a concurrent popularity growth toward road racing. 


MOTORCYCLE COUNTRY CLUBS IN THE FUTURE 

Dirt riding will inevitably become like golf, insofar as its organization and 
presentation are concerned. The rapid build-up of the country and the ecological 
considerations are gradually forcing trail riding and dirt racing from a "cowboy 
philosophy" to a "space ship economy.” Much riding will be done at private 
clubgrounds and public recreational parks. Already one corporation with which | am 
involved in preparing to offer motorcycle country club franchises, with a policy 
designed to produce reasonable profits through the year 2,000. Such private parks as 
investments will equal the profit of other uses the land could be put to, and thus 
insure enough off-road riding area wherever it is in demand, for as long as necessary. 

Like country clubs, these parks will include memberships and provide organization 
for fun. To avoid overcrowding, riding will be on a reservation basis, just like golf 
courses are now. If this seems to be introducing a new bit of bother into funriding, 
think of the new delights and conveniences the Motorcycle Country Club will 
introduce, like maintained grounds, clubhouse facilities, videotape tv, merchandise 
discounts, insurance, etc. All of the benefits now enjoyed by motorcycle clubs that 
were farsighted enough to purchase their own clubgrounds in the nineteen-thirties 
and ‘forties will be available to any group that can invest about 25 to 50,000 dollars, 
and they can make a profit besides. 

Progress of a positive nature like this, of course requires a positive attitude on the 
part of the national sanctioning body, the AMA, for it is only through enlightened 
management of competition events that such clubs can pay their bills without 
assessing the members too heavily. At the same time that private parks will be 
demanding sanctions for big events from AMA, the government sector may get into 
the act on parks that it is already thinking of providing. This is a dilemma that | hope 
the AMA will resolve in favor of private enterprise, although | know the temptation 
to give Uncle Sam what he asks for will be enormous. As we have learned from 


experience, too much of a good thing — too many nationals, too much exposure — . 


and can bea bad thing for the future of motorcycling. 

It appears that the AMA already is developing the positive attitude it needs. Its 
recent courtroom success in overturning restrictive laws probably heralds a new 
acceptance of the growth of motorcycling on the part of the authorities, or at least a 
new respect for “motorcyclist power.” 


POLITICS AND THE MOTORCYCLE 

Political trends in motorcycling indicate that we enthusiasts are becoming 
significant as a voting politicking group. Two candidates in the recent California 
election won close contests with the campaign help of organized motorcyclist. We 
may see this trend continue as anti-motorcycle groups compel their legislators to take 
firmer stands against funriding. We may just have to show them that we count, too. 


THE NEW IMAGE FOR THE FUTURE 

As motorcycle enthusiasm gets itself together, and speaks out more on its behalf, 
its image inevitably will undergo some changes. Until recently the only image we had 
was provided by the Hells Angels and Wide World of Sports. Honda’s “nice people” 
campaign didn’t count, because few people realized that a Honda is a motorcycle. 
Now we have Bronson, Fauss and Halsey, and Easy Rider. The Bronson reruns, at

DESIGN FOR THE FUTURE 


By C. Clayton, Dan Hanebrink and Brian Littler 


The curtain goes up revealing the setting and props for Act One of the future. What kind of a world is it for 
the motorcycle operator to ride in? What skilled means and expedient devices will his machine embody to make 
this daring transportation safer, more satisfying, modern? Most important, what will it cost? Both in terms of 
cash outlay and the sacrifice of technical designs we are already familiar with. 

Without getting into the Oz world of exotice power plants, we shall speculate on what a typical production 
motorcycle of the model year 1985 might look like, perform like and sell for. All of the technology. here 
employed already exists. Some is already slated for production by adventurous manufacturers. The rest may 
only come if you, the public, demand it. With that though in mind, then, let us examine the machine you might 


be riding in the near-future. 

By 1985 only two transportation 
options are to be available to an 
individual: air or road transport. Twice 
as many miles of paved roads exist as 
existed in: 1970. Many of the main 
thoroughfares are double decked, with 
trucks on the lower level and auto and 
motorcycle traffic on the top. Although 
petroleum fuel is still in use, alcohol and 
exotic ethers are popular because of 


their lower emission characteristics. 
Parking and highway space are so 
limited, with а population now 


approaching 300 million, that fully half 
of the personal vehicles on the road are 
motorcycles. 

Speed limits on the superhighways 
are 100 mph (minimum 75 mph) and 
vehicles are taxed by а formula 
involving their weight and the cubic area 
that they occupy. 

The 1985 Predictor was designed to 
weight under 500 lbs and sell in the 
medium price ($4,000 to $5,000). It 
features the comfortable prone riding 
position that makes non-stop, 8-hour 
journeys possible without fatigue, and 
reduces wind resistance fully half under 
the old-fashioned, sit-up position, which 
is now used only on the low-speed 
chopper models and dirt bikes. 

The power plant is a supercharged, 
3-cylinder 2-cycle engine with air 
bearings, coupled to a torque converter 
and driving the rear wheel through a 
sine-belt. The frame follows historical 
motorcycle practice, using new alloys of 
Titanium that are stronger than steel 
and lighter than aluminum. Aijr-oil 
suspension is employed, as is standard 
practice by now on all motorcycles. The 
wheels are extruded alloy, with built-in 
disc brakes,- hydraulically ` actuated.

BRONCCO UNVEILS 1971 
MINI-CYCLES AND 100cc 
APACHE. 

The new 1971 model Broncco 
Mini-Cycles have been completely 


redesigned from engine to frame. There 
are over 100 modifications in the 1971 
models. Even the twist grips are new. 
Among the major changes are an 
improved, more powerful 9000 r.p.m. 
2-cycle Garelli engine, with carburetion 
from a precision, performance Dell’Orto 
unit, an . even more rugged, 
smoother-shifting 4-speed transmission 
with modified shift mechanism, new 
gear ratios for more torque in all gears, 
wider, even stronger front forks. 

In announcing the Broncco Apache 
100 as a brand-new entry into the 


lightweight trails motorcycle field, 
Broncco president, Carmen DeLeone, 
from his Engine Specialties, Inc., 


Croydon, Pa., office, emphasized, “We 
regard the Apache 100 as a recreational 
vehicle and a logical addition to our 
line...so we play down the idea of the 
Apache’s being a competition machine. 
However, dealers report customers 
compete with it straight out of the crate 
with good results.” 

Unlike some small displacement, high 
performance bikes, the Broncco Apache 
is not temperamental or “peaky”. In 
each of its 4 gears, the 100cc, 2-cycle 
engine exhibits strong torque at revs as 
low as 2500r.p.m, and its 12 horses pull 
smoothly and strongly right up to the 
8000 r.p.m. rev limit. This is particularly 
true of the latest models equipped with 
a 22 mm  Dell'Orto concentric 
carburetor. With an overall dry weight 
of just 145 pounds and supple, yet well 
dampened, suspension, (5”’ travel in the 
front and 3” in the rear) the Broncco 
Apache 100 is extremely well-controlled 
and maneuverable, even for a novice 
rider.

BULTACO — ENTHUSIASTS 
MACHINES 


Dr. Francis Xavier Bulto is a 
motorcycle enthusiast of the first water, 
and his factory in Barcelon, Spain is 
staffed exclusively by enthusiasts who 
share the same love for the two-wheeled 
steed. Bultaco workers build the kind of 
motorcycles that they like and, as 
owners soon discover, what they like, 
others love too. The research and 
development departments occupy 
nearly half of the Bultaco factory, and 
among other new things being designed 
there for the future, is a road-going 
twin. But it probably won’t be seen this 
coming year. 

What will be seen, leading the list of 
new models from  Bultaco, is the 
362.8cc El Montadero (the 
mountaineer). A single cylinder 2-stroke 
with a ten-to-one compression ratio, the 
Montadero puts out a claimed 32.6 
horsepower at 6,000 rpm. It has a 
4-speed gearbox, wheelbase of 56” and 
weighs 251 lbs. The Montadero met its 


first test in the 1970 International 
6-Days Trial and came through with a 
gold medal. 

Also пем for 1971 is the 
extensively-revised Sherpa T trials 
mount, with its 244cc, torquey, 
single-cylinder engine and  5-speed 


gearbox. The forks, holding a 3.00 x 
21” wheel, have 6%” of travel. By 
revising the frame, ground clearance has 
been increased to 10%”. A newly 
designed tank, air cleaner and detail 
modifications makes the Sherpa T for 
‘71 one of the finest trials bikes 
available. 

In two engine sizes is the new Lobito 
Mk 4. Both the 175cc and the more 
familiar 125cc Lobitos look similar, but 
the 175 has a little more wheelbase, a 
little more fork travel and ground 
clearance and weighs about 4 Ibs. more. 









BSAs, TRIUMPHs ARE 71: 
STANDOUTS 


Ten new motorcycles lined up in the 
Palm Springs desert were formally 
unveiled to the press by BSA, Inc: 
President Peter Thornton and his gang 
of whiz kids. The BSA’s for 1971 were 
revealed in new, track-styled “handler” 
frames with integral oil reservoirs for 
weight reduction. Alloy motocross forks 
give the sports models better handling 
along with a conservative chopper look. 
And the big news is a new 350cc 
double-overhead cam twin called 
“Fury” (Thornton once worked for 
Chrysler Corp). It comes with optional 
electric starter and the brake on the 
right side. 

But the best news from BSA is that 
their long-awaited Victor Special is now 
available. It was well worth waiting for. 
We have often tried to imagine what the 
perfect motocross bike would look like, 
feel like, how it would perform, but 
riding the new Victor across the desert 
exceeded our highest imaginings. It is 
balanced like a trials bike, light as a trail 
bike and turns on like a trigger. What's 
more, the 4-stroke 500 gets it on NOW 
at any revs in any of its four gears. After 
riding it, we can understand how the 
BSA stars of the Trans-AMA made it 
look so easy. It's mostly in the bike. 
The price of this modern marvel 
machine is said to be in the $1,300 
range and naturally there won’t be 
enough to go around. We suggest you 
place your order early. We already have. 

It takes a lot of guts for a company 
to admit that its share of the market 
declined the past year. But BSA, Inc. 
has faced that reality, openly, and 
resolved to controvert it. With what the 
new BSA and Triumphs have to offer in 
new models and improvements, they 
very likely shall. ^

Racers have 
long favored this type system for the 
obvious space and weight saving it 
affords. To trim even more pounds from 
their’ motorcycles, BSA has replaced 
some of their steel components with 
lighter and reportedly stronger (on a 
pound for pound basis) alloy parts. With 
the weight reduction and the comple- 
mentary handling improvement in mind, 
‘forks on all 1971 models have alumi- 
num alloy sliders and the wheels have 
finned, aluminum alloy brake hubs for a 
substantial reduction of unsprung 
weight. 

Since dirt riding has captured the 
hearts of American cyclists from the 
“docile” businessman, to the student, to 
the housewife, to the "you-name-it," 
BSA has concentrated on off-the-road 
and recreational riding for 1971. 

The Victor 500 and Victor 250, 
patterned after the 500 MX, are serious 
«rail bikes which have the capacitor 
ignition for racing as well as the conven- 
tional ignition which, along with the 
quick-detachable lights and rear 
sprocket, makes the bike street legal. 

Like the 500 MX, the 500 and 250 
Victors both have the oil-filled frames, 
tapered roller bearing steering heads, 
aluminum alloy racing forks and hubs, 
motocross handlebars and aluminum gas 
tanks. Brakes are of the single leading 
shoe variety with a 6" brake up front 
and 7” to the rear on all three models. 
Also like the 500 MX, the Victor 250 
and 500 both have the interesting and 
innovative 20” front wheel, but where 
the MX comes fitted with knobbies, the 
other two have trials tires. 


Further down the off-road line 
that is, extending the compromise be- 
tween the street bike and the serious 
woods bike — BSA is offering for 1971 
two Street Scramblers, the 500cc Gold 
Star SS and the 250cc Gold Star SS. 
Both machines are to incorporate many 
of the features of the motocross ma- 
chine — oil-filled frames, new forks, new 
brakes and wheels (the 18” front wheel 
is retained for these models) quick- 
detach lighting. equipment and rear 
sprocket. BSA insists that these two 
machines are "true street scramblers 
derived from trail bikes" rather than a 
street bike with upswept pipes and trials 
tires. Sas 

The Lightning, Firebird and Thun- 
derbolt constitute BSA’s twin-cylinder 
road bike line for 1971. All three have 
retained the same time-proven 650cc 
power plants but have undergone some 
dramatic re-engineering with new 
double-loop frames to carry engine oil, 
new forks with tapered roller bearings in 
the steering head, new wheels with alloy 
brake hubs to reduce unsprung weight, 
as well as rubber mounted instruments 
and handlebars to reduce vibration and 
road shock, The BSA people are

range performance resulting from the 
addition of large volume air cleaners and 
new megaphone exhausts. 

Beezers big road machine — the 
powerful 750cc, 60 bhp Rocket 3 — 
boasts some subtle styling changes for 
°71. These features include a new gas 
tank, abbreviated side covers, rubber 
mounted fenders and light mountings 
and new megaphone exhausts which are 
slightly upswept to improve looks and 
to permit a greater angle of lean when 
cornering. Mechanical improvements in- 
clude the lighter front forks and steering 
,head, new finned aluminum 8” double- 
leading shoe front brake and a road 
racing tire with wrap-around tread to 
permit maximum safe lean. A separate 
model of the Rocket 3 with a five-speed 
gearbox will also be available for 1971. 

Completely new for this year are two 
350 cc models — the Fury road machine 
and the Fury SS street scrambler. Both 
machines are powered by dual overhead 
cam engines with "over square" bore/ 
stroke ratio, providing a flat power 
curve and high mid-range torque for 
flexible performance. Both models also 
have a five-speed gearbox with the shift 
lever on the left and the quick-detach 
sprockets for easy alteration of gearing 
for different types of terrain. The two 
Fury models produce 34 bhp at 9000 
rpm to attract riders who are interested 


With high ground clearance, skid 
plate, upswept exhaust pipes, stainless 
steel fenders, folding footpegs and 
wide-stance trail handlebars, the 
Triumph Trophy 500 is ready to take to 
the woods. A lighter, off-road version of 
the Triumph 500 twins, the Trophy 500 
has a single carburetor and turns on 38 
bhp at 7,000 rpm. 

The dual carburetor 650cc Triumph 
Bonneville, is the most successful 
machine that Triumph has produced. 
Winner of the 1970 U.S. Grand National’ 
Championship, with a racing modified 
version. Bonneville best displays the 
major engineering features for 1971. 
These include: new double-loop; racing- 
type frames containing the engine lubri- 
cating oil to save weight and space; new 
racing-type. front forks with aluminum 
alloy sliders to reduce upsprung weight; 
new wheels with finned, aluminum alloy 
hubs; and quick detach rear wheel 
sprockets for changing gear ratios. 

A separate Bonneville model will be 
available with a five-speed gear box for 
1971. 

Triumph’s single carburetor Trophy 
650, shares all major Triumph improve- 
ments and comes equipped with high 
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As with the Bonneville, both Trophy 
and Tiger 650’s offer separate models 
with five-speed transmissions for 1971. 


Street Scramblers are usually off- 
road versions of a road machine, but 
Triumph's Blazer SS follows a different 
route by relating directly to their off- 
road bike, the Trail Blazer. The Blazer 
SS shares all the major features of an 
off-road motorcycle but comes road 
equipped with higher gear ratios for 
touring. 

Electrical equipment on both new 
models is Lucas 12 volt with the follow- 
ing major improvements: vital electrical 
components are now protected in a 
compact box located below and in front 
of the gas tank. This box incorporates 
the ignition coil, condenser, Zener diode 
and rectifier, new 4-position ignition 
switch, flasher unit for direction indica- 
tors, a capacitor ignition system to 
permit running without the battery dur- 
ing competition and a plug for removal 
of the headlamp assembly during com- 
petition. 

Stars of the 1971 Triumph line-up 
are the all new 350cc Bandit and the . 
350cc Bandit SS twins. Brand new from 
the ground.up, the Bandit 350 is the 
ultimate in lightweight high speed road 
machines. The 350cc, four stroke 
double overhead cam machine features a 
five-speed gearbox with left side gear 
changing. 

The Bandit SS street scrambler has 
all the features of the Bandit 350; race 
developed twin loop frame, new forks 
with aluminum alloy sliding members, 
aluminum alloy hubs finned for better 
cooling and rubber mounted instru- 
ments and front fender to reduce shock. 

Holder of the. U.S. closed- track 
record of 157.34 mph set last March at 
Daytona, Florida, by Grand National 
Champion Gene Romero, the 750cc 
Triumph Trident has also been re-styled 
for 1971. 

Fitted with new megaphone silencers 
slightly upswept to provide more 
ground clearance when cornering; direc- 
tion indicators, new fenders and rear 
lights — the Trident also adds a new 
8" double leading shoe front brake with 
finned aluminum alloy hubs and with an 
air scoop for maximum heat dissipation. 
The Trident also has rubber mounted 
instruments and handlebars.to reduce 
road shock. A separate model will also 
be available with a five-speed gearbox.

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ROMERO: CHANGE MADE THE DIFFERENCE 


There were two different Gene 
Romeros entered in the 25-race AMA 
Circuit in 1970; as different as two 
riders can be. 

The first to appear on the scene was 
National Number Three, a consistent 
but non-victorious Expert from San 
Luis Obispo. He was confident but not 
to the point of winning, having suffered 
frustration ever since his first and only 
National win in August, 1968. 

Last season, this young man failed to 
win a race but finished second in the 
standings, mainly upon the strength of 
five seconds and four thirds. When this 
season begain, he appeared to be the 
same: a consistent finisher but not a 
winner. 


Then came August 30 and a new, 
quite different Romero appeared at 
Sedalia, Missouri. Mounted on his 
Triumph, he did something in a 
National he hadn’t done in more than 
two years: he won. Why? He says it’s 
because he changed mechanics. This 
change made Romero change, too. 


The race was significant for another 
reason as well. It was, in retrospect, the 


turning point of the year. Until this 
point, the race for the Number One 
plate was restricted to two individuals; 
Jim Rice, a young (22), second-year 
Expert who was tearing up the circuit 
with half-a-dozen wins; and Dick Mann, 
a veteran (37) whose accomplishments 
were well known and also somewhat 
frustrating since he had only won 
Numero Uno once in 17-years. 

This day that Romero chose to 
change into a winner was the same day 
Mann was forced to retire from 
contention after suffering a broken leg. 
This day, also, Romero took over 
second place behind Rice. 

With the “New” Romero to contend 
with, Rice tried desperately to retain 
the front-running position. But Romero, 
who showed earlier in the year that he 
had the machine capable of winning 
when he set the fastest qualifying time 
ever at Daytona, was coming on strong. 
After Chuck Palmgren’s Nazareth win 
for Yamaha, Romero came to race 
Sacramento’s Mile. Here he had the 
momentum. 

The rest is history. Of course, 
Romero won with Rice coming in far

back in the pack, primarily due to a 
broken nose sustained in the heat races 
and a sick engine which had its front 
end entirely “built” in a little more than 
an hour after a spectacular crash. The 
first by “Burrito” and Rice’s distant 
finish added up to the fact that Romero 
was officially the new Grand National 
Champion. 

Romero, using his new confidence, 
then finished up the season in great 
style by winning the next National as 
well, the 20-lap Half Mile at Ascot Park 
a week later. By winning, he became the 
first and only National rider to win two 
in a row in 1970. 

Then, in the season finale, just to 
prove his prowess, he grabbed second 
behind Mark Brelsford’s only first place 
finish. 

In all, 97 riders scored national points 
in the 25 Nationals in 1970. Of these, 
36, mostly in the top 50, went to 
California riders who won 20 of the 
nationals and placed eight riders in the 
top 10. 

BSA was the winning brand in the 


battle of the salesroom floor. The 
Birmingham models captured 10 
national finals, sx by Rice. 


Harley-Davidson ranked second with 
seven wins. Their leading rider was the 
dethroned champ Mert Lawwill with 
three wins. Triumph was third with five 
victories; Gene Romero led the effort 
with three. Honda, Yamaha and Suzuki 
each captured a single victory on the 
national circuit. For Honda and Yamaha 
it was the first time in the big bike 
category. 

The engine size battle between the 
650's and the 750's was nearly a draw 
with the 750's coming up the winners, 
scoring 11 times while the 650's took 
10 wins. A 500cc gained one win as did 
the 900cc size. The 250's gained two. 

On the half miles, the most common 
track run and the type of event most 
run in nationals, BSA and H-D split 
right down the middle with four wins 
each. Triumph captured the other event. 
BSA dominated the TT's, winning three 
of the five nationals. 

BSA split with Triumph as top 
machine on the mile tracks with each 
winning two. Yamaha scored the other 
single win. H-D captured both of the 
250cc lightweight short track events. 

Most evenly balanced were the road 
race nationals. Four were run and four 
different brands were winners. Honda, 
Suzuki, BSA and Triumph were the 
winning brands. 


A dozen riders won national 
championships in 1970. By the same 
token, 12 Amateurs captured main 
events at national races during the year 
to give the ‘70 national season the best 
balance in years. 

California Amateurs kept pace with 
the Golden State Experts, placing five 
winners amongst the dozen that won. 
Dave Aldana and Don Castro, the two 
leading Amateurs on the circuit in ‘69 
came up as the top two rookie Experts, 
placing third and fifth in the final 
National Standings. Separate points are 
not kept in the Amateur standings and 
rankings can only be based on actual 
wins. This year it was a tie between 
Michigan’s Rex Beauchamp and 
California’s John Hateley. Each won 
four. 

Best averages for total points in the 
Expert class within the final top 10 go 
to Gene Romero and Tom Rockwood. 
Romero scored in 20 of the 25 
nationals. Rockwood scored in nine 
events but only entered 12, less than 
half the nationals. 

Mann gets the honors this season for 
scoring on the most brands. Mann 
scored national points on BSA, Honda, 
Husky and Ossa. He also won two 
events, one each on BSA and Honda. 

Most versatile in the win category 
also came up with a tie between Rice 
and Lawwill. Each rider won three 
different type of races. Rice scored in 
TT, half mile and Mile while Lawwill 
scored in TT, half mile and Short Track. 

Three riders became first time 
national winners during 1970. Ron 
Grant, Dave Sehl and Dave Aldana. 
Grant is a veteran Expert, Sehl was in 
his second season with a white plate and 
Aldana was a rookie. Mann is the oldest 
rider to finish in the top 10, Rockwood 
the youngest. 

First time riders in the top 10 
include; Aldana, Castro, Rice and 
Rockwood. Dropping out of the top 10 
who were in the select group in ‘69 
were: Cal Raybom, Bart Markel, Larry 
Palmgren and Grant. Rice ranked 11th 
and Rockwood 16th in ‘69. 

But, now that it’s over, frustration 
can still describe most of this season’s 
riders who followed the circuit. In 
particular: Rice, Mann and defending 
champion Lawwill. 

Rice started the year on a good note 
by winning the Indoor TT, Feb. 6, in 
the Astrodome in Houston, Texas. Mert 
followed the next night and won the

Having virtually dominated the dirt 
scene with its AT, CT and DT-1 single 
cylinder models (which continue into 
the new year virtually unchanged), 
Yamaha has again turned its attention 
to the future with a more complete line 
of street machines — one for every taste. 

For the big bike rider, Yamaha 
presents the XS-1-B, 650cc. It's a brand 
new bike, yet stil totes that 
all-powerful 650cc power plant that has 
torn up the biggest of the big name 
tracks, and consistently finished in the 
winner's circle. A new array of paint 
and chrome combinations make the 
point that the XS-1-B wasn't designed 
for America’s streets, but rather

In the past, the 350cc models have 
been the backbone of the Yamaha line. 
Now, in 1971, the R-5-B; 350cc may 
surpass all expectations of the American 
consumer.

The medium sized twin CS3B packs 
up to 85 mph, has a five-speed 
transmission and puts out 22 hp and 
7500 rpm, allowing the rider to go 
anywhere.

THE FUTU

If the future of motorcycle sport is in 
jeopardy, and some believe it is, the 
reason would surely be related back to 
the politicians replacement word for 
mother, Ecology. Few sports have 
grown as rapidly in the past decade as 
the recreational vehicle field of which 
the motorcycle plays a major role. 

As more and more people found 
greater time for recreation it was only 
natural to try to get out of the polluted 
environment of the city and start 
exploring the fantastic and beautiful 
country still existing in the mountains 
and deserts. 

Along with our trips went a nasty 
habit of casting aside any item of trash 
we didn't want. In the city litter baskets 
were readily available and even the trash 
that was littered eventually was picked 
up by someone. But in the deserts and 
mountains there was no one to police 
the littering habits of the public and 
consequently the litter accumulated, 
much to the irritation of the residents 
of these remote areas. 

Add to this list the other main 
reasons of soreness, noise pollution, soil 
and vegetation erosion and itbecomes 
easy to see motorcycling as well as all 
recreational vehicles are on a collision 
course which is going to hurt a lot of 
people. 

You may ask what has this got to do 
with Trials? Well, Trials competition got 
its start in Southern California in the 
early 1960's. Generally speaking, these 





early pioneers of the sport were older 
men who had rode motorcycles for a 
number of years but felt that their 
family and business responsibilities 
could not be risked by a possible injury 
incurred by racing on tracks or cross 
country events. 

These men still loved their bikes and 
had a great deal of competitive 
enthusiasm. A few had been in Europe 


RE 








and had observed a few trials. None had 
had any experience at organizing a 
Trials but were willing to give it a try 
and out of these early contests grew the 
Southern California Trials Association. 

Because most of the early organizers 
had been riding the desert and 
mountains for a number of years before 
motorcycling became so tremendously 
popular, they were probably able to 





foresee the problems that would be all 
too soon in coming. Early in the game it 
became obvious that noisy, high 
horsepower engines were not necessary. 
Because of the relaxed atmosphere in 
trials competition, mufflers were soon 
made a requirement. To combat litter 
pollution the organizers always policed 
themselves to a very high degree. Soil 
erosion was seldom a problem because 
of the small number of competitors and 
the fact that most sections were in areas 
where soil erosion would have little 
effect or had already taken place. 

Generally speaking one of the 
beautiful facts of Trials is that terrain 
that is unacceptable for any other 
purpose is ideal for Trials competition. 
Seldom is the same area used twice in a 
row so nature has a chance to return 
things to normal. 

More and more people discovered 
Trials and it became ‘very popular as a 
family sport with classes for women and 
kids as well as novice, amateur and 
expert riders. The bikes are now highly 
specialized and even the sporting 
organization of trials is growing to a 
national level with the formation this 
year of the American Trials Association. 

Primarily the ATA’s role will be one 
of establishing a uniform set of rules for 
the USA, aid new clubs in starting in 
their own areas, a standardized rating 
system for riders and sanctioning of 
events. ў 

Despite a growing lack of available 
riding areas the outlook of Trials is 
quite bright. Trials already contain the 
ingredients necessary for motorcycling 
to continue, policing among its own 
ranks, quiteness, dust control and a high 
degree of competition.

SPEEDWAY'S FUTURE IN AMERICA

A new multimillion dollar sport; 
thousands of jobs created; thounsands 
of dollars in prize money every week, 
more than $90,000 paid out in 1970 
alone. Any man with guts and 
determination can win. This is 
Speedway! The most spectacular new 
motorcycle spectator sport to appear in 
American in 20 years. 


What is its future? Can it even 
survive? 

What makes апу sport click? 
Promotion, proper promotion. 


Successful promoters are the backbone 
of any sport offered to the paying 
public. The Orange County Fairgrounds 
speedway racing circle in Costa Mesa, 
promoted by Jack Milne, Harry Oxley 
and Gene Rhyne is the leading exponent 
of speedway racing today, with two 
successful seasons behind them and a 
future that certainly looks bright. These 
men are the nucleus of a new 
promotional phenomenon offering fans 
a motorcycle contest of thrilling elbow 
to elbow competition on a weekly as 
well as seasonal basis. 

Why do some promoters succeed and 
some fail? This is the direct question in 
speedway today. 

Dude Criswell, the man who had the 
driving interest and the courage to 
revive the sport in 1968, was forced out 
of business after one short season. His 
operation at Whiteman Stadium gave us 
the American speedway racers of rank 
that we see today. Whiteman Stadium 
of necessity succumbed to the County 
and its need for more airport land. 

That year was the beginning. There 
were not more than two dozen 
speedway bikes available and not that 
many tuners and riders to throw a race 
meeting. And yet the word got around. 
Old bikes stored 20 years and more 
started appearing out of corners. Riders 
were practically nonexistent. As one 
boy remarked on that opening day “‘I’ve 
never even seen a speedway bike, let 
alone race one." Some remembered, 
older pros like Don Hawley and Stu 
Morley. Some were willing to try like 
Jack O'Brien, Paul Conserriere, the Bast 
boys, and the Haserot boys. The boys 
tried, the men relearned, the tuners 
shook their heads and remembered, and 
the sport was reborn. 

Jack Milne, ex-rider,  ex-world 
speedway champion, ex-promoter, took 
over the hard fought beginning and with 
his partners made giant strides. The 
sport in its infancy began to crawl. 
Orange County Fairgrounds is still the 
only truly successful speedway track 
today. Successful meaning proven. 

So, what does the future see, in the 


glass of time, for speedway? The answer 
must lie in progress. Beginning with 
those few motorbikes with tuners 
available two years ago, plus the handful 
of riders and few spare parts, some 
progress has been made surely. Criswell 
could see the future and himself started 
the beginnings of an association to bind 
together the riders and owners of 
speedway equipment. The first of this 
group were long time sufferers and/or 
beneficiaries of several organizations 
and were reluctant to bring the same 
sort of rules and regulations to bind and 
restrict the free growth of this infant 
sport. 

But, even as they watched, it became 
unruly and untamed, dissipating itself in 
many directions and the need for order 
came about by itself. Few people knew 
the sport well enough to decide its good 
aspects and so out of necessity the 
Speedway Racing Association grew; 
riders, owners and tuners bound by 
need. A rules committee searched for 
that happy combination of order that 
would satisfy both promoter and rider, 
and the means of enforcement. This is 
the law in speedway today, and as any 
law is subject to change, these rules will 
grow and mature with speedway itself. 

The Speedway Racing Association 
has now grown to 300 members, 
including more than 150 riders, all of 
which need and buy speedway 
equipment and so speedway has become 
business. 

Two types of racing machines 
dominate the sport, the 
Czechoslovakian ESO or Jawa and the 
British J.A.P. Parts and equipment are 
difficult to come by for either and 
therefore expensive. Some mechanics 
and master tuners like Jerry Fairchild 
are being forced into the manufacturing 
field to contend with the scarcity of 
parts. As the need gets larger and the 
bits and pieces even more scarce, so this 
sphere must grow and produce. The 
Czechs can hardly fill the needs of a 
much larger British market and British 
parts all have to be imported against 
their own needs. Our biggest resource, 
Japan, seems reluctant to enter an 
unknown and yet small market. So it is, 
an open area that remains unresolved. 

At this writing there are many more 
riders and potential riders than there are 
tracks to accommodate them. Oxley, as 
fair and impartial as any promoter can 
be, strived to adapt his weekly program 
to fit as many new riders in as wanted a 
chance to race. To do this he had to 
accept entries on a “you ride one week 
— he rides next week” basis. It was pure 
frustration for many riders. “How cana 
fellow learn when he can’t even get on 
the program’’? 

Johnny Gibson at Irwindale ran 


practice sessions on Sunday afternoon, 
after he closed his season, until the city 
closed him down for new permits. 
Several lads have a speedway style 
course set out at El Mirage dry lake and 
practice weekends there. 

New faces and new stars must appear 
to challenge today’s leaders. This is 
sport. This is speedway. We .can not 
develop new riders fast enough. Stars 
like Bill Cody, Steve Bast, Rick Woods 
and Sonny Nutter are also in demand 
from others. The field of motorcycling 
in Class C is more lucrative . than 
speedway for the big stars. New talent is 
constantly being scouted. Factory star 
riders are always in demand, the foreign 
tracks are calling. Americans, champion 
or not, are big gate attractions in foreign 
circles. Our riders will be on tap for 
promoters from Australia to Germany, 
from New Zealand to Sweden. 

American today has four tracks 
which we can genuinely call speedway 
tracks. England alone has 36: 19 first 
division tracks and 17 second division, 
plus 40 years of experience. English 
style speedway is strictly team racing, 
individual racing being confined to 
special events. Is this our future in 
speedway? It may very well be. But, 
first, we need more tracks and the spirit 
of challenge that would accompany 
them. 

The American restoration has been a 
vitalizer to several superstars of 


speedway on the British circuit. Ove 
Fundin, five times world champion, has 
been here to observe. Ivan Mauger three 


times and the current world champion 
has raced and taught and expanded his 
journalistic universe by going American. 
And that superstar of superstars, Barry 
Briggs, who is a four times world 
champion and 16 years in the top 
finalists, six years in a row and the 
current British League riders champion 
who has won.every honor in Britain and 
had no new worlds to conquer in 
speedway, has found a whole new 
horizon fostered by American 
speedway. 

Business in itself is an invitation and 
attraction of the first magnitude for 
many foreign riders and may nourish 
our yourthful speedway to a healthy 
growth. We’ve seen it happen in 
Motocross; speedway could be next. 

Speedway, where is it headed? Will it 
continue in the same classic style of the 
English sport? Can it withstand the 
rigors of пем апа dominating 
personalities and associations? Will 
speedway have a new face in 1971 
where different equipment and strong 
personalities will play a major role? 
What of new tracks throughout the 
nation with teams of foreign riders that 
may come to challenge and perform? 

Will speedway become a circus, to 
exploit and rape and let collapse when 
the bubble explodes or will it stay a true 
sport of stature and dignity where the 
fans will not feel cheated and the riders 
will feel accomplished? We have it now, 
clean and fresh, new and exciting, a 
million dollar sport. Ask this gal who 
has been there.

earlier times than its original 10 p.m. slot, will turn as many if not more 
impressionable viewers on to the nice-guy road rider image as this first season 
created. The great epic of the motorcycle image has not yet been written, but | plan 
to attempt it next year. With a first-rate book on the subject, media could satiate the 
country on the motorcycle life-style, for years to come. 

Meanwhile, general acceptance of the motorcycle movement is continuing to 
spread. We can look for television exploitation of motorcycle racing to begin very 
soon, perhaps starting in earnest with the Madison Square Garden races that kick off 
the new year. 

Problems come with progress. Some of them are already familiar. Our amazing 
growth in the past decade rubbed our noses in the inadequacy of service and supply, 
and we have not yet begun to sell. Safety used to be a bigger problem than it is now, 
and may get out of hand again. Part of the reason why accident statistics are 
declining is that more people are learning to ride off the road. Two million minibikes 
that were sold trained at least that many riders to the basic operation of single-track 
motor vehicles. That many won't have to cut their teeth on a hood ornament when 
they first venture into traffic.

Bean Canyon Plea Refused 


BAKERSFIELD, CALIF., Dec. 11, 1970 — The trials of approximately 45 
individuals involved in the Bean Canyon trespassing charges which came to light 
several months ago, are still being protested by the group‘: attorney, Ray Yinger.

Sure ain’t nothin here gonna 
tie me and I got some friends I'd like to 
see again.

My motorcycle is the ticket to 
freedom, adventure, change. Like when 
the pressures of publishing get tough. I 
toss a few things in my knapsack, check 
out my best bike and get in the wind, as 
they say. 

Now, I have nothing against cars, I 
own several. But I don’t think they 
should be compulsory. For fast acting, 
long lasting relief, give me a cycle, anda 
ride like up Highway 1, on the rugged 
rim of the west. 

“Then came Bronson” says it all. All 


but the details which I can provide. A. 


typical episode shows the character as 
he rides “that long lonesome” and 
camps in the woods somewhere, off the 
road. This is what I do and judging from 
the numbers of people I see wearing 
knitted watch caps (Bronson hats) 
riding bedroll-festooned motorcycles 
these days, so do a lot of others all of a 
sudden. To them I dedicate this article. 


WHAT TO RIDE 


Motorcycles are versatile tools, all 
right. But certain ones are better for 
certain jobs. You can ride a Hodaka to 
Alaska and back, it’s been done. But it’s 
like sawing lumber with a 4” drill. Any 
machine “350” or bigger can be a 
touring bike. Forget the highest 
performance models. They pay a heavy 
price in wear and tear for their brief, 
incredible speed. They are fine for 
around town but not reliable enough for 
extended touring. 

We didn’t’ say a touring machine 
should be tame. A healthy handful of 
instant power held in reserve is good 
insurance when the inevitable clod tries 
to deck you with his car. Many people 
swear by the virtues of Harley-Davidson 
(you can get spare parts from any 
tractor store) or BMW (dependable, 
smooth, comfortable) but I prefer a 
dash of spirit in my mounts and so keep 
coming back to the big vertical twins. 
The new 3-cylinders by BSA and 
Triumph also make good tourers but 
weigh a little too much, as does the 
Honda 4. This makes them,no fun at all 
off the pavement. 

"Your special advantage is the 
experience of uncertainty, which you 
buy at a bargain rate. Uncertainty keeps 
you on the qui vivre, the best stance for 
seeing and learning. You don’t know 
who you'll meet, what experiences 
you'll have, which places you'll see off 
the rut, what things you'll learn that 
aren't in the guidebooks (this one 
included). And despite the difficulties, 
getting started and keeping going is not 
that hard. Your troubles will usually 
offer you no alternative but to cope 
with them. And you do."

A recent ride I took from Long Beach 
to the San Francisco peninsula (800 
miles return) occupied a leisurely 3 days 
and brought out front many of the 
techniques and tools I have along to

TRAVEL LIGHT 


Preparing for the trip is part of the 
fun. I limit my pack to essential gear, 
plus a few luxuries. My latest sleeping 
bag is a disposable paper thing, good for 
5 to 7 nights, then you burn it to cook 
your last outdoor breakfast. It cost 
$5.00, takes a little space and was 
adequate for 35 degree nights. 
Nylon/down bags are better, take up the 
same space and are reuseable. But they 
cost upwards of $40. If I were on an 
extended trip, like Bronson, I would 
probably want one. Nearly everything 
that goes into the sack has at least two 
uses, like the sleeping bag, and the size 
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ar was fashioned by cutting loop from Hodaka front fender brace and 
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and weight of everything is determined 
by its usefulness. My pack contains 
1 sleeping bag and canvas cover 








2 cooking pots. 

Canteen and fitted aluminum cup. 
Toilet paper. 

Safety razor. 

Soap and towel. 

35mm camera and film. 

Notepad and pen. 

Folding Sterno stove. 

Salt and pepper. 

Dried soups. 

Canned stew. 

Dry grains and fruit. 

Coffee and tea. 

Change of underwear and sox for each 
day on the road. 

Clean clothes (long sleeved shirt, warm 
pants). 

Fork & spoon. 

Generous flask of brandy. 

Halizone tablets. 

All together the bag and contents weigh 
just 19 lbs. Some light travelers point 
out that the fork is redundant. For a 
hiker, whose every ounce must be paid 
for with energy, I agree. But motorcycle 
travel allows a degree of civilization 
along for the ride. The fork is a nice 
luxury in an otherwise basic kit, the 
brandy is handy to perk up your spirits 
when the cold rain falls and you have to 
press on. 

In my pockets I carry a clasp knife, 
matches, tobacco, money, credit cards, 
drivers license, ownership papers, 
handkerchief, lip salve, peppermints, 
and sunglasses. Cans are opened with 
the pocket knife. Food in addition to 
the stuff in the sack is purchased fresh 
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along the road. Eggs are sealed in plastic 
bags and carried in a shirt pocket. If 
they break, no matter, eat them 
scrambled, shells and all (egg shells are 
supposedly good for one's bones). 


GETTING THE MOTORCYCLE 
READY 


Preparing a bike for a trip under 1000 
miles is easy if it's been properly 
maintained all along. I wouldn't set out 
on a trip of any distance unless I was 
familiar with the bike or on any new 
motorcycle until it had at least 500 
miles on it and the parts were all 
adjusted, tightened and bedded down. I 
usually change the oil and/or oil filter 
before a trip and tape wires and cables 
well out of the way of hot engine parts, 
this isn’t easy to do on some bike (like 
my BSA) where the speedo cable runs 
right down the exhaust pipe. So I take 
out the inner cable and grease it heavily, 
but it’s cooked out before the trip is 
through and I always have to disconnect 
it from the drive end to keep it from 
breaking. 

I considered replacing the rear tire 
before this particular trip, but didn’t. It 
still had 1/8th of an inch of tread. 
Later, I came to regret that decision. It 
picked up a nail, went flat, and was 
tiresome to wheel on that flimsy carcass 
(the nearest gas station was 5 slow miles 


away). 
The bike’s tool kit contains the 
standard assortment, plus a good 


screwdriver and adjusting wrench and a 
roll of electricians tape, and needlenose 


- pliers. I used to carry all sorts of exotic 


tools and materials but now these few 
keep me going through all but total 
disaster. I haven’t seen a chain failure in 
so long, I stopped even carrying spare 
master links (knock on wood). 
Nevertheless next time I'll add a good 
tire inflater (compressed air type). And 
if I were riding a 2 stroke I'd carry extra 
spark plugs. 

Make sure both headlight beams 
work, and both tail and brake lights, no 
need for spare bulbs if both systems are 
good. If one filament breaks, I can 
switch to the other one (in the tail lights 
this involves switching wires.) 

Take off the plastic side panels and 
leave them home, so they won’t get lost 
or damaged. They interfere with 
inspecting the battery and getting at the 
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Equipment and supplies for 4 day tour fits into zippered canvas bag (Weatherby 
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Sporting Goods, $14.95, Los Angeles) with room left for souvenirs. Canvas sleeping 
bag shell (surplus stores, 35 cents) doubles as ground cloth, tote bag, and emergency 


shelter. 


tools anyway, and I don't think they 
look that good. 

Check all the nuts and bolts within 
reach for tightness, especially the little 
ones. I found a tiny bolt missing that 
holds the thing that holds one coil. One 
hundred miles later it would be a nasty 
short circuit. It маз replaced 
immediately with plain and lock 
washers in place. There’s no need for 
Lok-Tite unless a bike vibrates a lot. 
The good. washers work like clutches 
and hold nuts fast. 

In my years road testing new bikes, I 
developed the habit of touching wheel 
hubs with my hands after a short hard 
ride. Heat tells you there is excess 
bearing friction and a complete 
inspection and greasing is due. Hub 
bearing seizure is the only mechanical 
affliction I really dread. 

Squirt the rear chain liberally with 30 
weight oil and replenish the primary 
chamber according to the owners 
manual. -

My bike has a 4 gallon gas tank 
instead of the stock 3 gallon job. I think 
it looks more proportional to the rest of 
the bike, and it goes 160 miles per 
filling. 

Finally, I remove the centerstand so 
that it won’t grind on those exhuberant 
curves. 

I wanted to install a “sissy bar” for a 
luggage tie-on. A few calls to the 
motorcycle stores around town failed to 
locate any such accessory that could be 
used with the standard seat. I could 
have one custom made for $40.00 but I 
couldn't wait, so I cut off one loop of a 
Hodaka front fender brace that 
happened to be handy and it was easy 
to stretch the right width and bolt it 


'through holes drilled in the seat frame 


(see picture). It works fine, looks OK 
and costs nothing. The canvas knapsack 
fastens against the bar with 2 elastic 
bands. It makes a dandy back rest. 


ON THE ROAD. 


Setting out about 10 a.m., with 
traffic light and the wind warm, I wore 
my  sunglases under greay rubber 
goggles. I was determined to taste the 
air and everything in it this trip. Usually 
I prefer a face shield with a full coverage 
helmet. The shield keeps the bugs out of 
your teeth and the helmet keeps the 
ears warm. 

In rain or cold weather I like to ride 
behind a windshield-fairing, but 
windshields get between me and nature 
so I generally forego those comforts. 
The Wixom fairing that I have cost $50 
and it is real good. It survived a couple 
of laydowns and it is easy to install and 
remove. Vetter fairing are also well 
engineered and quality made. But 
fairings do get in the way off the road. 

Leaving Los Angeles under its thin 
gas of air I nod to the poppies on the 
hillside, aim a wind distorted grin at the 
baby blue sky,chuckling insanely with 
delight at the echo of my thunder off 
the climbing canyon sides. Grab heaping 
handfuls of power from a seemingly 
endless throttle supply, ah, this is what 
it is all about! Don’t read about it, do it. 
I have my experiences, Bronson has his 
— get yours. 

Orange blossom fragrance in the air is 
appreciated best by one who rides the 
wind through the orchards. Rural 
smells: horse manure, drying grass, the 
hot, papery odor of cottonfields. 
Strawberry perfume at picking time. 
New turned earth (a moist, fertile 
smell). The taste of honey placed on 
your lips by a passing bee, dodging 
caterpillars humping hazardously (for 
them) across the highway. The feel of 
winter in the mountains. My old friend 
the wind numbing my knees, freezing 
my gloves to the finger-marrow. Stop. 








Cup of coffee warm in my hands, 
strangely hot to my cracked lips. 

Left cheek radiating pain, shift to 
right cheek. Approaching Paso Robles 
the vibration magnifies, the handle grips 
seem to thicken. Stopping to locate the 
curse, I find that the top engine 
mounting strap has fractured, as it must, 
given its miserly manufacture. The 
shaking would soon cause other failures, 
loosenings, bad vibes. As luck has it big 
Joe Brown, local Yamáha dealer, is close 
by with good welding equipment and 
skill to match. I don't tell him who I 
am, but he spies the Cycle News decal 
on the headlight. “You work for Cycle 
News?” 

“I write for them.’ 

He charges $1.00 for the weld. “I put 
two ribs of metal across the crack to 
reinforce it,” Joe says, “but it probably 
won’t hold very long.” That was a 1000 
miles ago and it is still strong. It will 
hold forever, Joe. It may crack 
someplace else, but not on your weld. 
Never. 

After the brisk agonies, your body 
adjusts to the cold. Wear long-sleeved 
wool turtlenecks and two layers of 
windproof clothing. 

The secret of finding a good campsite 
is locate one before dark. I was

In what seems no more than a blink it 
is daybreak.

The evening before I'd been plagued 
with a running nose. The difficulty of 
blowing your nose while riding a 
motorcycle is that you have to hold 
onto the handkerchief while 
concentrating on steering.

It's handy, 
can't blow away, and the snot dries in 
the wind. 

State Road 46 is the right road to the 
coast, I recommend it. The map calls it 
"poor road." Ha! For cars maybe, 
perfect for a bike. No deadlines to meet, 
no appointments to keep, I relish 
detours and wrong turns — it is all part 
of the ride. 

The wind turned warm as my wheels 
found Highway 1. The road under them 
like a black writhing serpent, bucking 
and lashing to throw off my careening 
machine. This is what I really came for. 
The mountain road and Il are old 
acquaintances. I have ridden it often 
since I first discovered it 15 years ago, 
Henry Miller used to live on it before he 
became famous and had to move away. 
He used to ride on the back of my old 
AJS to Nepenthe for nights of drinking 
and bull around the fire. I know every 
swerve, every camber of it like a man 
knows the body of his wife. Even so, I 
respect its mysteries and since it became 
Bronson's road in the opening credits of 
the TV hour, it is more congested, with ' 
cars and bikes in your line around every 
blind curve.

NATIONALS 
Indoor Short Track. 

Next on tap was the prestigious 
200-mile Daytona Road Race in March 


and this time, Dick Mann riding a 
Honda took his turn at accepting the 


victory laurels while grabbing first place _ 


in the point standings, a position he was 
to hold for much of the season. 

Several weeks later, the tour took a 
trek to the Northwest for the Kent 
National and Ron Grant picked up 53 
points. with his checkered-taking 
performance. For Grant, 1970 could 
also be termed a frustration. These 53 
points were, as it turned out, the only 
points he accumulated. It gave Suzuki a 
boost but left Grant with only a 
temporary satisfaction as he was 
involved in a start-line crash during the 
National at Talledega a short time later 
and suffered a broken leg. 

Rice became the first racer to win 
more than one with his triumph at 
Palmetto, Georgia, April 19 and Mann, 
still controlling the points lead, finished 
second, now riding a BSA. 

On May 3, the pattern kept true to 
form as Lawwill took the Cumberland 
checkered while Dave Aldana, 
pre-season billed as the “Super Rookie” 
garnered second place points and 
prepared him for his next race and his 
first National victory, Talledega. 

Here the BSA of Aldana averaged 
104.589 mph in the bid for first and 
edged out Jody Nicholas and Jim Rice. 
The win rocketed the youthful Santa 
Ana, Calif. racer into second place with 
205, less than 30 behind Mann. 

Second place was __ short-lived 
however, as Rice powered his way to his 
third National, this one coming at 
Reading, Pennsylvania’s half-mile track 
two weeks later. Mann finished third 
but still retained the lead with Rice 
moving back into second. 

Canadian Dave Sehl became the first 
non-Californian to take a win by 
capturing the Half-Mile Championship 
at Louisville Downs in early June and 
the next week, Maryland’s Gary Nixon 
continued the shutout by dominating the 
West Coast riders with a win at the 
Loudon, N.H. 100 mile Road Race. 

The victory was a sweet one for 
Nixon who had been recovering from a 
broken leg sustained in late 1969. Dave 
Smith was a surprise second place 
finisher, picking up points for Kawasaki. 

Snuffed out two "weeks in a row, 
Californians again took over as TT 
specialists Eddie Mulder and Skip Van 
Leeuwen hauled in first and second at 
the Santa Fe Outdoor TT. Despite the 
“shutout” the big three were still Mann, 
Rice and Aldana in the standings. 

June turned out to be anti-California 
when Sehl ended the month as he had 
begun it: winning. This time the famous 
Charity Newsies National Championship. 

But, returning home to the Western 
seaboard was a breath of fresh air 
despite the smog. Rice bagged San Jose 
and took over the points lead in the 
process but lost it again a week later at 
Castle Rock, Wash., when Mann 


powered to a TT victory and Romero 
finally reached third overall.

Lawwill rode to his third National 
win as the circuit arrived at Ascot Park, 
and, despite reoccurring engine trouble, 
Mert's machine looked strong and 
healthy. Now, it appeared he was on the 
right track in defending his top ranking. 

Such was not the case, however, as 
the Harley-Davidson rider was unable to 
perform up to par in the remainder of 
the circuit and remained in the 
second-half of the point standing's top 
10. 

Rice continued to be the most 
outstanding rider and snuck across the 
line for his fifth National at Santa Rosa, 
which he did a year earlier, too, 

Tulare was cancelled due to poor 
track conditions and the circuit headed 
East again to Terre Haute, Indiana, 
where Aldana picked up the win. But 
Rice was still enjoying his most 
productive period of the season and he 
picked up second. 

On Friday, Aug. 21, a touch of the 
past was felt as Bart Markel, three times 
Grand National Champion, pulled up 
first the only time this season, tying him 
with the all-time career record of 27 
wins set by Joe Leonard. Not to be 
out-done, Rice again took second, and 
put him into the lead, eight points 
ahead of Mann’s 389 total. 

At Peoria’s TT the following Sunday, 
it was again Jim Rice doing the honors 
with Aldana second and Romero third. 
Next race on tap: Sedalia, and the new 
Romero.

motorcycles" inserted in half a dozen 
state regulations that would otherwise 
have had everyone who rides howling 
with outrage, possibly in jail by now. 
One senator wrote to thank him for 
pointing out the oversight when “forty 
highly paid lawyers who worked on this 
bill had all missed it.” 

How many of you reading this own 
"title only" registrations on your 
motorcycles? There was a strong 
attempt to raise the fee on these to $15, 
but Russ Sanford managed to get it 
knocked down to $8, the same as basic 
registration.

Who's Doing M.O.R.E. For Motorcycling? 


By Charles Clayton 


American democracy is set up so that 
even the lowliest, most powerless citizen 
can head off or change the laws in his 
pursuit of happiness. Revolution, 
currently being explored by some 
modish minds among the people, is only 
one way of making changes. Another, 
more effective means is the specialty of 
Russ Sanford. He calls it “working with 
the system.”

Many motorcyclists have wondered 
why cruel and mindless laws have passed 
against them, but tanned, crewcuit 
Sanford is the only one who actually set 
himself up to head off ignorant 
motorcycle legislation for himself and 
everyone in his home state of California. 

Two years ago Russ enrolled in a 
University extension course on 
lobbying, taught by a master at the 
game. “The course cost $30, but I saved 
$300 in that first lesson. He taught us 
how to be our own legislative reporting 
service. I was all set to spend 300 dollars 
for that service.” Sanford confesses. 

Upon graduation Sanford took $2600 
of his savings and established an 
organization called Motorcycle Owners, 
Riders & Enthusiasts to provide a 
non-profit lobbying service in the state 
Capitol. He registered himself as the 
M.O.R.E. lobbyist. In the year since 
that time Russ has gotten us more riding 
area and saved the state’s motorcyclists 
about a million dollars besides shaping 
up or altogether thwarting several dozen 
state laws. 

“I don’t think I’ve done enough" the 
lobbyist candidly admitted. “There 
were three, what I consider, failures on 
my part. I didn’t get the anti-cable 
(neckbreaker) law through, for one 
thing." 

The other two “‘failurcs” for Russ last 
year were a proposal to end 
“white-lining,” riding between cars. He 
was only able to add “unless there is 
sufficient room in the lane for two 
vehicles.” 

“In other words, if you made it 
through ok, there was enough room,” 
Russ explains, grinning. 

The other bill that passed over our 
lobbyist’s misgivings was the famous 
“trespassing” law. Sanford succeeded in 
amending it to require that a peace 
officer must actually witness the crime 
before anyone can order you off of land 
that may or may not belong to him. 

To me, these seemed like minor 
setbacks in an otherwise outstanding

in their amendments to bills. 

Obviously, this man is doing the job. 

Most lobbyists charge $10,000 and 
up for the job MORE is doing, and 
another motorcycle enthusiast among 
them would be hard to find. Sanford 
seemed embarrassed about discussing 
MORE's income, but I called on my 
reporter's persistence until soon, with a 
sigh, he brought out the ledgers, 
explaining he feared that MORE's 
membership and financial status, if 
revealed, might lessen the impression it 
is making on the politicians. I reminded 
him that even one person, if his 
reasoning was right, can change a 
legislator's mind. Sanford's face lit up, 
“it’s the logic that counts," he agreed. 
*You know, most of these points have 
been gotten across on the force of logic 
alone." 

Good thing, too, for the books 
revealed that MORE, with less than

2,000 paid members, is approximately 
$400 in the hole. About $5,000 was 
collected, total, including Sanford’s 
$2,600 loan, and the association owns a 
‘62 Dodge panel truck, Plymouth car, 
electric typewriter, several thousand 
pieces of printed matter and a public 
address system that it lends to 
Sacramento area clubs for their races. 
(Unable to resist an opportunity to 
promote MORE, Russ plays 
instrumental tapes of their theme song 
of the same name between the marches 
and band music at intermissions.) 

What would MORE do if it had more 
to do it with — more members, more 
money? 

"I'd like us to have a Flexiwriter," 
Sanford dreamed. This is a machine 
that types letters, requiring the operator 
to only change addresses . and 
salutations. His quiet wife Doris that 
week had gone on the payroll as 
Secretary at $50 a week. Before that 
she'd been employed elsewhere and 
cranked out the hundreds of letters a 
lobbyist needs in her spare time on the 
old IBM. Russ also envisions opening 
local offices in San Diego and Orange 
County to lobby for motorcyclists on a 
city and county level. 

Naturally Sanford wants more money 
for MORE, but what he says he's really 
interested in is more support from 
registered voters. "In a showdown, it's 
the votes that count." If half of the 
motorcyclists in California who are 
eligible to vote wrote a postcard to 
MORE and said that it was their 
appointed lobbyist, Sanford could walk 
into a committeeroom packing half a 
million votes. 

Realistic enough to know that this 
will never happen, Sanford is making do 
with what he has to work with: Logic, 
love and understanding of motorcycling, 
and a night job that pays him a good 
living. At that, nobody has done as 
much for motorcycling in the past year 
as the man who does MORE.

After dominating the Cow Palace 
and San Jose indoor series for 
years, they were out to steal 
Yamaha's silver chalice from the 
South's own bailiwick. 

San Francisco's Jim Odom passed Joe 
Henry of Sacramento with but three to 
go of the 15-lap main event, to take 
home Yamaha’s Silver Cup and a very 
healthy share of the purse ‘in excess of 
$1,000". Odom also captured the trophy 
dash. 

Odom’s pass wasn’t as easy as it 
sounds. Henry was on the pole and the 
only other Amateur, Al Kenyon, was 
second. Henry had set a very fast and 
smooth semi to capture the pole and led 
off the 15-laps with a fine lead over a 
faltering Kenyon, Dave Hansen and 
Odom. Odom’s pass came when Joe lost 
the front end just slightly so that he slid 
out wide enough for Odom to get a 
good drive through.

GUEST EDITORIAL: inprovenens 


This was a year of motocross expansion, with a full calendar of racing by CMC and 
the splendid effort by IRE as well as the open competition by some of the larger 
AMA clubs. 

Among the best organized shows include the High Sierra MC Mammoth Mountain 
Motocross, Dirt Diggers North Hangtown MX, IRE & CMC all star show, Dirt Diggers 
Hopetown, and the Carlsbad Trans-AMA race. 

Among the stinkers we must mention the Viking Summer Series with special 
emphasis on the Puyallup Washington fiasco, Prospectors MC Bay Mare race 
(everyone remembers the publicity that it got), IRE North-South show at Bay Mare 
(looked more like a gang war than a race), Dirt Diggers California State 
Championship at San Clemente, the December Iner-Am at Saddleback (Wow, all that 
prize money for two days of racing) and a host of CMC races that were over entered 
and ran from dawn until dusk. 

With very few exceptions these races are staged with the revenue from rider entry 
as the main source of income, knowing that for each rider, there is at least two 
spectators as part of the riders family or friends that make up his pit crew. There is 
no effort made to attract other spectators or to provide them with a concentrated, 
well announced show. 

Costs are also going up for the rider, as an example here are some of the costs to 
attend a race: CMC entry, mail $5 or post $10 plus $2.50 per each adult and $1.50 
for children. About the same for IRE. The Inter-Am really gets out of sight with $10 
Just for the Sportsman class plus a pit pass for your pit helper and $5 for his gate 
entry. 

Now add to this the annual cost of membership to the various organizations and 
you begin to wonder where it is going to stop. 

Now the 1971 membership dues are taking a change. CMC, for instance, now 
requires a $2 membership (whatever that’s good for. You used to get a monthly 
news letter with results) and $5 on top of this for a competition license (shades of

This license will get you a 1076 discount at selected shops, but what serious 
competitor doesn’t get 10 or 20% at his local shop? 

Around 2000 members at $7 a head makes for a bunch of bucks and should get 
the riders at least some insurance. . 

The AMA is not any better, since you pay $2 for general membership, $3 for a 
district number, and if you want to ride in a Trans-AMA event it costs you $20 fora 
competition license plus your mechanic has to buy a special license! Now that the 
FIM is represented by the AMA an international license has to be obtained from 
them, which will entail who knows what tariff when application is made. а 

Back to CMC, a nominal fee for membership is more realistic and let's forget the 
competition license nonsense, or give us our money's worth: 

l. Race entries limited to a specific number of riders or separate race dates for 
specific classes. 

2. Riders insurance fund. 

3. Divide the program so that Experts run separate from the Juniors so that wives 
don't have to sit in the heat and dust all day. 

4. Open competition for all license holders, be they AMA, CMC, FIM, ACA or 
AFofL. 

5. Have P.A. systems that can be heard. 

6. Rent sanitary restrooms, especially at Carlsbad. 

7. Keep spectators from riding in the pits and throwing dust on riders trying to 
rest between motos. 


8. Insist that promoters keep the tracks in better shape. Saddleback is always in. 


good shape but most others are seldom touched. 

9. Use the rubber band start at all races. This seems to be the most fair and safest 
starting system. 

10. Improve purses for the amount of money that is going into the races, prize 
money is very small, almost non-existant. 

Lets all take a long hard look at the past year and try to get the thing we did not 
like changed so that we can all enjoy the sport more.

Thorwaldson still kept up a 
high-speed hobble and came across 30 
seconds after the fourth-running Poteet, 
but he called it quits at that point. 

Martino blasted off into the second 
lap with the intention of eradicating 
that two-minute lead of Roberts! 
Martino undoubtedly enjoyed very little 
of the ride; his Husqvarna was running 
lean. “It felt like it was trying to seize,” 
he later said, conjuring up bad dreams 
of being pitched over the bars at 60. 
Even with that knot in his gut Martino 
pumped it harder and began to gain 
some land. At the same time, Roberts 
was on his own little expedition with 
absolutely no care where anybody else 
was. 

Spectators stood atop a. small hill 
overlooking the last seven-or-so miles of 
the race. As they craned necks and 
glanced at watches, two small darts of 
dust appeared and searched for the 
fastest way home. After watching a 
horde of trailbikes pick their way over 
the sand some moments ago, these two 
riders resembled milliles because of the 
shape of dustcloud and the speed they 
maintained. J.N. Roberts had kept his 
lead but Martino had whittled it down 
to almost nothing. In the pits, Roberts

Bill Fryant came in third overall and 
first 250 in an amazing performance, 
giving at least 100cc’s to half of those 
he beat.

After lots of practice and two motos, 
all the riders agreed they'd had enough 
riding in the snow, and so the 
Moto-Xmas came to an end. The 
trophies and cash should arrive about 
Christmastime.

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DESOTO DEFROSTS INDIAN DUNES

INDIAN DUNES, CALIF., Dec. 12, 
1970 — America's top ranked motocross 
rider, John’ DeSoto, Long Beach, 
unveiled a two-wheeled CZ snowplow, 
tossed mud, snow and ice into all 
corners of Indian Dunes reservation. He 
enjoyed such a cushy lead in two of the 
three races, that the rest of the tribe 
could only fllow his treadmarks along 
an empty trail. 

At the base of hills capped by an 
unusal overnight snow storm, DeSoto 
crunched his way across a frosty surface 
to post 40 and 45 second victories 
against a talent-loaded group which 
included Tim Hart, John Rice and Bill 
Payne. If that doesn't sound impressive 
just study the sweep hand on your 
watch for an equal time. 

So wide were his winning margins in 
the previous snorters that when the 
heavy horsepower assembled. at the 
starting line for their 3rd and final go 
around, the flying Hawaiian would have 
been a 10 to 1 favorite in the same ring 
with Ali Clay. He could have made 
pineapple juice the National drink of 
Ireland. On reputation alone, the crowd 
unquestionably would have elected him 
the first Spanish King of Hawaii. 

The engines revved to a point just 
short of seizure. DeSoto didn't need 
luck gimmicks like shamrocks and 4 leaf 
clovers. He followed tradition and he 
had a couple of giant coconuts in his 
cock pit. 

The starter threw the flag and the 
“Big goods” flung at that poor wet devil 
for the 3rd time that day. The 
spectators that lined the hillside fell 
silent. DeSoto was not in front as the 
machinery roared up the ramp. Bryar 
Holcomb, a seeming pretender to the 
day's 500ec crown had the lead and he 
was smearing goop on DeSoto's goggles 
with the brashness of King Kong. After

all, Holcomb had annexed the day's

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Doug Douglas, AJS Set New Record 


By Ron Schneiders 


BAJA CALIFORNIA, MEXICO, Dec. 7, 
1970 — In an incredible display of 
determination and skill, veteran Baja 
racer Doug Douglas drove the solo 
motorcycle record for the run between 
Tijuana and La Paz so low that few men 
are likely to make further attempts. He 
trimmed a whopping 11 hours and 39 
minutes off of Kim Kimball's barely 
month-old record. Kimball had in turn 
cut about an hour off Dave Ekin's 
record of several years ago which Dave 
set on a Honda. 

The same factor which was such a 
great aid to Kimball — the Baja 1000 
race — also helped Douglas, but in a 
different way. AJS sponsored Douglas 
and Whitey Gregory in the Baja 1000 
where they rode a very well prepared 
Ajay 250cc Stormer. But early in the 
race, Whitey fell down knocking himself 
unconscious and his entry out of the 
race. Since there had been virtually no 
chance to show what the new Stormer 
could do, and the bike was still in 
perfect condition, it was decided to 
attempt the record. 

On this run there would be no 
NORRA gas pits, check points or radio 
communication, so it was necessary to 
have a fairly elaborate and well planned 
pitting operation. The run is nearly 
1000 miles long and the Stormer, even 
with the optional large tank (3.2 gal.) 
and all the gas Doug could carry in 
canteens on his waist (1 gal.), had a 
range of barely 100 miles. An airplane,

flown by Doug's long time friend Larry 
Rose (with me as 
observer/photographer) provided þart of 
the answer but the airplane was 
grounded during the hours of darkness 
at the beginning and end of the run. To 
accommodate these sections, Doug flew 
down the week before and stashed gas 
cans at appropriate spots along the way. 

The run began at a chilly 3 a.m. in 
Tijuana, where Doug sent a telegram to 
mark his time of departure. The 
beginning was not encouraging: the 
lights wouldn’t work. Twenty minutes’ 
work in the dark revealed a broken 
connection and the run began in

We in the plane had gone down іп 
daylight the day before to El Rosario, 
about 225 miles from the start. We 
expected Doug to arrive sometime 
about 6:30 a.m. and we were already 
quite concerned when he finally did 
arrive at 7:30. Doug explained that he 
had just been too cold to ride as hard as 
he thought he could when he made his

schedule, and the bulky clothing didn't 
help any. But now it was daylight and 
warming up fast. He shed the Belstaff 
riding pants, the gaunletted mitts, and 
his leather jacket which he had had been 
wearing under his Belstaff. 

Next stop for us was Santa Ynes, an 
easy 45-minute ride in the plane but a 
tough 83-mile mountain run for Doug, 
over what has become known as the 
“Red Bluff Road". Doug finished this 
section in 2 hours and 37 minutes, 
about what he estimated, but he was 
still over an hour behind schedule. 

The next stop was Chapuala Dry 
Lake, a place not too unlike our own El 
Mirage, with deep talcumy dust that 
billowed up behind the rider like smoke. 
From the plane we could see the tracks 
of many cars and bikes that diverged 
near the lake, probably marking the 
driver’s urge to escape the dust and ruts 
of his predecessor. Doug arrived in good 
time, neither losing nor gaining on his 
schedule. He was looking more fit at 
each stop, as though the sun were 
infusing him. with life. It was hard to 
believe that he had already ridden some 
350 miles, the equivalent of four 
continuous Hare and Hounds. 

During the next section we clocked 
Doug as best we could in the airplane. 
He was doing about 75 mph over a 
rutted, pot-holed road that had the few 
trucks that we saw reduced to 20 mph 
or less. Our landing spot was a nasty 
little airfield called Punta Prietta. When 
Doug arrived, he had made up 15 
minutes on the schedule, so we gave the 
bike a thorough check.. There was 
absolutely nothing to do. We had come 
equipped to handle any kind of 
emergency from a broken wheel to a 
holed piston, but so far we hand’t even 
adjusted the chain. ; 

The next leg was a long 102 miles and

our instructions were if Doug had not 
arrived by 4 p.m. we were to depart for 
our final destination, leaving his night 
riding gear and gas behind for him to 
pick up when he got there. This was the 
famous halfway point, El Arco. Doug 
apparently got his second wind on this 
leg because he made up the entire 45 
minutes and arrived right on the original 
Schedule, at 3 p.m. The motor was a 
little rough, so Larry cleaned the points, 
while I changed the plug. Doug relaxed

rim, lights, and more padding for the 


with a cigarette and some milk, his 
standard rest fare. His hard charging on 
the last section had also caused the 
kickstand spring to come adrift, and one 
spoke in the rear wheel had broken. A 
bit of tape fixed both of these. The 
chain was lubed, but did not yet require 
adjustment. At this point, Doug had 
ridden the equivalent of one Greenhorn 
Enduro, but whereas the Greenhorners 
have two days to complete the run, he 
had done it in 12 straight hours. The 
territory, incidentally, was quite similar 
to that of the Greenhorn. 

Our last stop for the day was a small, 
rough airfield near the tiny Mexican 
village of Cadeje, 160 miles south of El 
Arco. We just barely made it, landing in 
semi-darkness. We built a good fire and 
awaited Doug, whom we expected at 
about 6:30. Disaster. Doug got off the 
main route and got lost. For an hour he 
wandered up and down the beach, 
trying to find the road back. Finally he 
did, but then he took off in the wrong

direction heading north. Fatigue was 
finally making its terrible way through 
the body to the mind. To make matters 
worse, the trail here was the worst of 
the trip, alternating between decp, silty 
ruts which can throw the best rider, and 
smooth sections strewn with

melon-sized boulders. He came upon a 
truck and tried to pass, but got forced 
completely off the trail, at about 50 
mph. The Ajay hit a boulder some 30 
inches high, the front end taking a 
terrific jolt as the wheel rode over the 
top. The skid plate crashed once and 
then the rear wheel took hold and drove 
the bike over. Doug, held on and rode it 
through, but the penalty was a damaged 
wrist that was to be very painful. 
Finally, tired right down to his bones, 
he reached us at 10:30 p.m. 

Doug took his longest break here, 


about 30 minutes, and had his only 
solid food of the trip, some beef stew 
and a cookie, accompanied by the 
inevitable milk. Larry changed the air 
filter element, adjusted the chain and 
checked the lights. There was nothing 
else to do. We had some benzadrine and 





I asked Doug if he wanted to take some. 
In his only serious miscalculation, he 
replied that although he was physically 
tired, he wasn’t at all sleepy, so he 
didn’t want any. At 11 p.m. he left, his 
riding now somewhat sloppy, but still 
fast. He had 34 miles of really rough 
road left which would end at this next 
gas stop at La Purisima. 

Doug had stashed some gas at La 
Pursima earlier in the week; but 
someone took it. It was 80 miles to the 
next gas so he put all the gas from his 
canteens into the thirsty Ajay and tried

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Meet Dick Burleson 


By John H. Waaser 


The new American Motocross 
Champion, Dick Burleson, is 22, single, 
and a mechanical engineering student, 
who took a semester off to contest the 
Trans-AMA series. He will return to 
school late this month, and is working 
as a motorcycle mechanic in Toledo, 
Ohio, just marking time until then. 

The most cogent fact that came out 
in this interview was that for all the 
prestige, and all the talk of big prize 
money that was ballyhooed by the 
AMA, it cost Dick money out of his 
own pocket to become the champion. A 
rider who campaigned the series in the 
supporting events and did well would 
have won a lot more money than Dick 
did. In fact, at Delta, Ohio, Paul Reed 
indicated that he had been making out 
like a bandit, with a first and a second 
in the supporting events. This is largely 
due to the contingency money 
situation. 

The top Americans, who finished 
behind several Europeans, collected 
only the prize money, which was paid 
to three places, only, in both the feature 
and supporting events. 

Dick average $70—$80 a week in 
prize money, and had no support from 
Husqvarna or other trade sources. 

He left Toledo for the western swing 
with $550 in his pocket. In Texas he 
bought a Yamaha Mini Enduro at 























dealers cost. When he got home, he had 
$40 in his pocket, having spent the rest 
and all of his winnings to campaign the 
series. 

To top it off, his van needed a new 
set of tires. A set of new skins just put 
on the Cycle News van cost over $200. 

Dick carried a 400cc Husqvarna with 
him, and a 250cc moto unit for the 
lightweight features, and changed the 
motor between races. He also carried 
Carl Berggren’s machine and spare 
motor while Carl flew home between 
events. 

CN: Did you run the whole series, or 
skip a couple of events? 

Dick: I ran the whole series. You’d 
have to, because the point standings are 
geared to the consistent rider. 

CN: Did you have any problems or 
DNF's? 

Dick: Well, my handlebars loosened 
up and I had clutch trouble at Larue 
(Ohio), and I had a flat tire in New 
York, but I finished both of those 
events without losing too many, places. I 
bent my shift lever and lost my 
expansion chamber at Toledo (Delta), 
and that hurt. After that I had 
absolutely no problems. 

CN: How early in the series did you 
think that you might win the 
championship? 

Dick: Well, I was surprised to see that 
I was something like third or fourth 
American in the first couple of events. I 
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(Decals available upon request) 


knew that the point standings were 
geared to consistency, so I knew right 
away that I would be right in there if I 
didn’t have any troubles. By the time 
we got to Texas, I was still pretty close 
to Brian (Kenny) so I figured I'd just 
ride to be consistent and wait for his 
mistakes. He ran into trouble in Texas 
and at Saddleback. He spilled in Texas, 
and I gained on him there, then his 
handlebars came off at Saddleback and I 
took the lead away from him. I just 
coasted home taking a 14th at 
Washington. 

CN: what do you think of Sonny 
DeFeo? 

Dick: He’s improved quite a bit, and 
he improved even during this series, too. 
He was always fast, but now he’s getting 
more consistent, and he’s young, too. 

CN: What do you think of the final 
Inter-Am in which the best Trans-AMA 
rider could only finish sixth? 

Dick: (Mild Surprise) 1 haven’t seen 
the results yet, so I don’t know. I met 
Ake, though, and he’s really geared to 
win. He’s a go-getter, and he’s got a lot 
of support. We went out to Cooper 
Motors and they had two guys working 
on that bike. Had it all apart. Husqvarna 
had a whole team of mechanics, too, 
but they weren’t as well organized. It’s 
almost like it was too big and too loose 
an effort. 

CN: We got a kick out of the fact 
that Maico won the Inter-Am and 
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Dick Burleson will wear the coveted Nat. No. 1.m-x 
numberplate next year. Photo by John Wasser.

of them. You can't fault reliability like 
that. 

CN: How did you get' started in 
scrambling? 

Dick: I bought my first-bike in ‘66... 

CN: What was that? 

Dick: (laugh) a Honda S-90 (We both 
laughed). Then I got a Victor in the fall 
of ‘67. In ‘68 I started scrambling the 
Victor. Then I got a C-Z, and in ‘69 I 
got sponsored by a Michigan dealer on a 
BSA Metisse. That was my first sponsor, 
but it was like scrambling a street bike. 
It didn’t handle well. 

CN: What did you think of the 
performance of the new BSA’s? 

Dick: Well, they always had plenty of 
motor. Mine had a lot of gearbox 
problems, though. I talked to Minert, 
and apparently they’ve fixed that. He 
had a lot of motor and a good gearbox, 
and good handling. They’re really all 
right. 
CN: What about Minert and Aldana? 

Dick: Chuck is old, and he doesn’t 
really have the stamina to keep up. 
Aldana impressed me for someone who 
hasn’t ridden a lot of motocross. He put 
a lot of effort into it, and got better 
toward the end of the series. 

CN: Do you think they should have 
gotten somebody with more experience, 
like Dick Mann? 

Dick: I don’t know about Dick Mann. 
(We rescinded that one, after 
remembering about his leg.) But it 
would have to be someone who has 
ridden BSA before, so they didn’t have 
much choice. I've ridden BSA before, 
and I would have liked .o have gotten 
one, but I was just an unknown...still 
am, for that matter. 

CN: How long have you been on 
Husqvarnas? 

Dick: Since about April of this year, 
that's all. 

CN: Did they help you at all in the 
Trans-AMA series? 

Dick: No. (AT this point, the 
proprietor of the shop where Dick 
works piped up, “I don’t see the phone 
jumping off the hook...’’) But next year 
Brian (Kenney) and I are going to 
Europe for the summer, and I expect 
Husqvarna will supply machines. and 
parts, and maybe passage for us. 
Nothing definite has been worked out 
yet, though. 

CN: Do you ever get a helpless feeling 
on a bike, like you’re going where the 
bike wants you to, period?

Dick: No. Generally a bike will do 
just what you want it to — or rather, 
just what you TELL it to. The only 
thing I don’t like is to land on the front 
wheel from a jump. The Husqvarna is 
pretty good; it’s easy to keep the front 
end in the air. I had a Bultaco for a 
while, and didn't like that at all. 

CN: Just one more thing. How did 
you travel? 

Dick: I had a Ford Club Wagon (The 
Econoline model with windows.) I put 
in a kitchen sink and a bed that folds 
up. I’d move the Yamaha to the front 
and sleep on the bed. It was bad on gas, 
about 13 miles per gallon, and the Fords 
have a real bad front end. They go 
through tires fast. (Experience with the 
Cycle News van bears out both 
comments...) 

CN: Thanks a lot 
congratulations!

Bad Weather 
At Moto-X

BEND, ORE., Dec. 13, 1970 — Due to 
bad weather conditions (frozen ground 
and snow) on the regular motocross 
track the Cascade M.C. moved its 
operations 20 miles east of Bend and 
laid out its unscheduled motocross 
course on the desert among sage brush 
and piles of sand and gravel. The course, 
slightly under 1 mile, was well liked by 
riders from all over Oregon. 

The 125 motos were hotly contested 
between all riders but the spectators 
were treated to some real high flying 
battles between two Sachs mounted 
riders, Rick Limbeck and Butch 
Waymire. Limbeck won the first and 
last moto with Waymire taking the 
second, but neither won easily. 

All three 250 motos were won by 
Keith Nerseth on a Maico, but Jack 
Heeter passed Nerseth several times only 
to have his Ossa repassed. Charles 
Standiford is back riding again after 
recovering from a broken collar bone 
and managed a third overall. 

In the Open class Doug Aiken rode a 
400 Maico to victory over the AJ's, 
CZ's, and Yamaha's. This was Aikens 
first ride on the Maico as he just sold his 
250 Husky.

it’s worth the wait 
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to make it. Almost within sight of the 
town he ran out, but he had seen some 
tractors in a barnyard and, he reasoned, 
where there were tractors, there was 
gas..Fearful that his trip would be 
terminated by a close range blast from a 
shotgun, he “borrowed” enough gas to 
make it into the town of Villa 
Constitution which marked the start of 
the asphalt and the start of Doug’s 
roughest time: the literally life and 
death battle to stay awake. 

Experienced riders know many tricks 
for staying awake on a motorcycle and 
Doug used them all. He sang, screamed, 
cursed, rode standing up and in 
awkward positions, but to no avail. He 
still fell asleep time after time. Finally, 
he concentrated on riding the white 
center line, but still he would drift, into 
sleep, and off the line. He was quite 
literally fighting for his life on this last 
stretch, because there were occasional 
oncoming trucks that woke him with 
their horns, and there were no road 
shoulders at all. In the morning we 
followed the road in the airplane and 
the dropoffs were frightening, even if 
one were awake. Doug had opened his 
jacket to get a blast of cold air but even 
that didn't help. He was simply 
approaching the limits of endurance. 
Finally, in a burst of genius or insanity, 
he took off his goggles and helmet and 
rode the last 30 miles bare-headed. 

The telegraph office wasn't open 
when he arrived, but the night radio 
operator was authorized to take 
telegrams and Doug carefully dictated his 
record-breaking message. He then called 
his wife Glenda in Redlands and 
announced that he was going to bed. It 
was 6:15 a.m., California time, 27 hours 
and 15 minutes after the start. 

Six hours later we had arrived and 
Doug joined us for lunch and a tour of 
the town. His fantastic body had 
already recuperated from its ordeal and 
he looked very little different from 
what he had looked at the start. His 
eyes were red, and his wrist was sore 
and swollen, but other than that he was 
fine. He couldn’t say enough about the 
bike. “It’s the best ride I’ve ever had,” 
he said, “It’s just impossible for a good 
rider to fall off of that Ajay. The 
handling is perfect.’’ Through the entire 
ride Doug had only had to fix the lights

once and change one plug that he fouled 
when he stopped for gas. The bike was 
obviously well-wom, but it was still 
running strong and working well when I 
rode it to the airport for its flight home. 
But fantastic as the performance of the 
bike is, it is overshadowed by the 
performance of the man. In good 
summation, Doug said “Every man 
wants to know what his limits are. I 
don’t know exactly what mine are, but 
at least I know they're someplace 
beyond 27 hours and 1000 miles”. A 
sort of cockeyed grin indicated that, for 
the moment at least, he was satisfied 
with this.
